Who is thei'e among the thou¬ 
sands that visited Bethel the ICth, 
and saw 1 this “loveliest village of 
the vale” in all the splendor of its 
gala dress but that felt a glow of 
enthusiasm and a thrill of pardon¬ 
able pride and exultation in its 
beauty? Me thinks thei'e was not 
one. Tender memories cluster 
round these grand old mountains; 
this silver winding river reflecting 
on its gleaming surface faces 
that have grown old since 
last they looked within its 
waters. But the mountains .and 
the river still retrain all their 
rugged and sinuous beauty. No 
matter how far the Bethel born 
boy 7 or girl may wander, yet will 
this old town seem to be the one 
restful place on earth to them. 
And how quickly the returned 
“boys and girls”—tho’ their heads 
mayhap are grawing gray, yet

The driver of a.vehicle is bound, before 
crossing a street railway, to assure himself 
that ho car is approaching, and a failure 
to make an investigation will constitute 
negligence on his part and prevent recov¬

FOR THE PUBLIC GOOD. 

The Employment of C onvlc-ts In the Con¬ 
struction of State Roads. 

A correspondent of the San Antonio 
Express calls attention to two ques¬ 
tions. of supreme public importance 
pressing for- solution at the present 
time in Texas. » 

One of these questions is “How to 
obtain good roads” and the other 
“How to employ convict labor,” and 
to bis mind, the second question sug¬ 
gests the answer to the first. He 
takes the view which the Post has long 
arid persistently urged, that honest la¬ 
bor should not be compelled _ to com¬ 
pete in any line with convicts, and 
that some means should be found for 
employing their services which would 
make them pay for their keep, which 
should uot be open to the objection 
which honest labor properly urges. 
The necessity for improved public 
highways is everywhere apparent, and 
' the problem of how to provide them 
lias engaged public attention as one 
difficult of solution. The counties and 
local communities have tried in 
a feeble way to improve roa'ds, 
and it must be admilted that in 
some instances they have accomplished 
a, good deal, but the means at their 
command have not been sufficient to 
enable them to more than make a start 
in the desired direction. The entire 
state needs a better system of roads, 
and to what better use could the con¬ 
victs be put than in supplying this 

• need? Of course a plan * could be de- 

■ vised by which the sections of the state 
directly benefited would be required to 
remunerate the state for the use of the 
convict labor, so that those localities 
sponest to appreciate and secure the 

: needed road improvements would have 
the first benefits, and the state convicts 
t. yquld be constantly employed in use¬ 
ful labor that would be of the utmost 
benefit to the whole people of the 
state without in any degree conflicting 
with honest labor. As the Express cor¬ 
respondent suggests, the - question 
should be agitated by the press until 
the legislature is forced to take some 
action in regard to it or at least give it 
due consideration.—Houston Post. 

SNAKE PILOT. 

Glides Ahead ot the Battler to Wara It 

* of Danger. . 

The rattlesnake lias a pilot. The 
purpose of this pilot has never been 
satisfactorily explained, but it undoubt¬ 
edly serves to protect him in some way. 
Ifc’is well known, says the Pittsburgh

He can strike only to the distance of 
his own length, and' is not of the con¬ 
strictor species, fighting witbhis fangs. 
He is not, therefore, dangerous, and 
can be easily whipped by a blacksnake, 
or any of the constrictor family. Even 
a dog can get the mastery over a rattle¬ 
snake without much danger of being 
injured. ;;;• 

The pilot appears like a rattlesnake, 

. except that he has no rattle, and is 
somewhat darker in color. He is also • 
’of much quicker movement, and when 
other reptiles or animals appear that 
possibly might prove dangerous to the 
rattler, the pilot, which is not so near¬ 
sighted, conducts the latter away to a 
place of safety. .
